TAKE UP THE CASE 


Detectives Kelly and McNiff, 


Who Were Shot, Testify 
at Inquest That Wojcik Be- 
_ gan Shooting. 


A verdict of 
four members of the Police Depart- 
ment for the grand jury, was re- 
turned by a Coroner’s jury today in 
the inquest into the deaths of James 
(or Zigmund) Wojcik and Walter | 
Boroski (or Brzozowski), brothers- 
in-law, who were shot and killed in 
the dwelling at 3761 Finney avenue, 
basement saloon, 
Sunday night, July 29, after the po- 
lice entered to investigate an al- 
leged disturbance. 

The four, whose bondsywere fixed 


at $6000 each, are Lieut. William R. 
Walton, who headed the party, and 


. Detectives John J. Whiteley, John 


P. Kelly and John J. McNiff. Kelly 
and McNiff, who testified today, said 
they did the only shooting that was 
done by members of the police 
party. Both were wounded, and the 
inquest was deferred because they 
were in the city hospital. McNiff 
walks on crutches. 
To Go to Grand Jury Soon. 

The verdict of homitide is all that 
a Coroner's jury could do in a kill- 
ing of any character. Further steps 
are in the hands of the prosecuting 
authorities. Assistant and Acting 
Circuit Attorney Garstang said, aft- 
er the inquest, that he would place 
the case before the grand jury when 
it shall reconvene early in Septem- 
ber. Pending a hearing by the 
grand jury, the Circuit Attorney 
would have power to order the hold- 
ing of persons without bond, if he 
judged the case to be one of mur- 
der in the first degree. The fixing 
of bonds indicated that the acting 
Circuit Attorney did not regard the 
case ag one of first-degree murder. 

The four men will not be suspend, 
ed from the force unless and unti 
they are indicted, it was stated at 
Police Headquarters today. Indict- 
ments would automatically suspend 
them, pending the trial of their 
Cases. 

The testimony of Kelly and Mc- 
Niff today, as to the reason for en- 
Yering the house, and the circum- 
stances of the shootings, was in line 
with the testimony given last week 
by-Lieut. Walton and Whiteley. 

Kelly said that the four, passing 
the house in a police automobile 
about 10 p. m., heard “loud noise 
and hollering,” saw persons come 


' out, and saw six or seven automo- 


biles in front, and that Lieut. Wal- 
ton sald, “It looks like a fight there; 
let's go in.” He said that on knock- 
ing at the front door, they were ad- 
mitted, but that the man who ad- 
mitted them called out “Coppers,” 
and that threats and excited cries 
followed. — 
Man Struck Detective. 


In the main room on the first 
floor, Kelly said, were 8 or 9 men 
and two women, and bottles and a 
box containing money were in view. 

“One man,” Kelly testified, ‘‘saia 
tome, ‘Kelly, what the hell do you 
Want here—get out, you — —.’ An- 
Other man started to go out, and we 
told him to stay. and he struck Mc- 
Niff and grabbed a floor Inmp. Then 
one of the men (James Wojcik) ran 


to the kitchen, and someone raid he

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE APPROVES 
PRELIMINARY BUDGET FIGURES 


Total of $1,700,000,000 Provided for 
“Running” Expenses of the 
Government. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Prelim- 
inary budget estimates for the next 
fiscal year as approved by President 
Coolidge provide a total of $1,700,- 
000,000 for the ‘‘running’”’ expenses 


of the Government, as compared 
with $1,826,090,000 for the present 
year. 

Postal department expenses, how- 
ever, which are handled under sepa- 
rate account, and provision for inter- 
est and retirement of the public debt 
are expected to bring the permanent 
total to approximatly $3,500,000,000. 

Prsident Coolidge is said to have 
expressed complete approval of the 
program and Director Lord of the 
Budget Bureau said, after a confer- 
ente with the executive today, that 
the administrative departments and 
bureaus would be advised of their 
allocations under the program so 
that they might shape their final es- 
timates on that basis. 

Emphasis was placed by a White 
House spokesman today on Presi- 
dent Coolidge's determination to en- 
force an economy program in gov- 
ernmental expenditures. The Presi- 
dent was representd as believing that 
th arrangement under the budget 
and accounting act had saved the 
Government many millions of dol- 
lars, and his desire was said to be 
that a policy tending to a further 
curtailment be followed so long as 
efficiency of the’ Federal machinery 
was not imperiled. 

The President was said to see no 
need for changes in the budget law. 
He is much interested in that phase 
of the Government srvice, however, 
end has informd budget officials that 
he expects to give it forther study.

FIREMEN BRING 


TEST CASE TO GET 
UVERTIME PAY 


| Suit Based on Initiative Or- 


dinante Establishing 8- 
Hour Day, Which Was 
Voted On in 1921. 


HAVE BEEN WORKING , 
_ON 24-HOUR SHIFTS 


Agreement With City Can- 
celed in May; 940 Men Af- 
fected by Action Instituted 


Against City. 


A test case seeking to establish 
authority by order of\court for col- 
lection by mefhbers of the City Fire 
Department who are affiliated with 
the Firemen's Union, of overtime 
pay for work in excess of eight 


hours a day was filed yesterday in 
the court of Justice of the Peace 
Harry Pfeiffer. 

The case was filed by Edward W. 
Foristel as attorney for the Fire- 
men’s Union. Claim for the over- 
time pay is based upon the initia- 


.tive ordinance establishing an eight- 


hour day for fireman, adopted by 
popular vote in 1921 and subse- 
quently re-enacted in identical form 
by the Board of Aldermen on May 
21, 1923, Foristel said. 

The claimant in the test case is 
Otto Hoffman, former city fireman, 
who seeks to collect $70 overtime 
alleged to be due for the period be- 
tween June 1 and June 16, 1923. If 
the suit is successful steps will be 
taken to force similar\overtime pay- 
ments to 940 members of the Fire 
Department. If all these claims are 
successfully prosecuted the expense 
of operating the Fire Departmenj 
will be increased $800,000 a year. 

Agreement Expired June 1. 

Foristel explained today thet be- 
cause of a shortage of city funds 
when the initiative ordinance be- 
came effective the firemen agreed 
to work shifts of 24 hours on duty 
and 24 hours off duty and to waive 
Claims for overtime until such time 
as a satisfactory agreement could 
be reached between cit officials 
and a committee of the Firemen’s 
Union. 

In May, 1923, he explained, the 
firemen notified the city that they 
could no longer continue under that 
agreement and would demand over- 
time after June 1 if the city did 
establish an eight-hour’ shift or 
firemen before that date. The 24- 
hour shift is still in effect. 

Foristel said the Firemen‘s Unton 
was confident of obtaining a favor- 
able decision in the Justice Court. 
He expects that an appeal will be 
taken by the city. Ir the decision is 
unfavorable to the firemen they wiil 
appeal, taking the case into the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Would Mean Big Increase. 
If firemen are successful in col- 


lecting pay for overtime their wages 
will be increased about 560 per cent. 
The present scale of wages for fire- 
men ranges from $140 a month for 
pipemen and laddermen to $170 @ 
month for captains. 

In the test case it is alleged that 
Hoffman worked 192 hours between 
June 1 and June 15, .whereas he 
would have worked only 120 hours 
with an eight-hour day. His clatm

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s administration was 
said by a White House spokesman 
today to stand on the position laid 


down by Secretary Hughes in his 
speech at New Haven last December 


in the matter of Gertan repara- 


tions. 

The Government, it was declared, 
is ready to help in any Way it can, 
without involving itself unduly. 

It was indicated that in the pres- 
ent crisis the American Governmert 
can see no way open to offer direct 
aid and is therefore hesitant about 
putting forward any new‘ sugges- 
tion. 

At the same time it was reiterated 
that the United States would make 
ready response to any appeal for 
aid that came from abroad where 
the help to be rendered could be 
given in the interest of the Ameri- 
can people, regarded as the first re- 
sponsibility of the American Gov- 
ernment. 

There was no specific reference 
to the British proposals for solution 
of the reparations difficulty, but in- 
sofar as the Britiah plan ran along 
with the suggestions made by Mr. 
Hughes in his New Haven speech, 
undoubtedly the Washington Gov- 
ernment stands ready to play a 
part in a new determination of the 
economic condition of Germany. 

Whether that part be through of- 
ficial participation by the Govern- 
ment or not, it would have govern- 
mental sanction should the allies ul- 
timately conclude to follow some 
such course. 

So far as the tense situation’ be- 
tween Great Britain and Italy on the 
one hand and France and Belgium 
cn the other as concerned American 
officials have no comment whatever 
to make and there is no indication 
that the comig of President Capl- 
idge to his new post will affect the 
American attitude of silence and 
waiting.

President Coolidge today presided 
over his first Cabinet meeting, tak- 
ing his place at the head of the big 
Cabinet table at whose foot he had 
sat since the begiz :ing of the Hard- 
} ing administration. Ali of those who 
served as the counselors of President 
Harding, excepting Secretaries Mel- 
lon and Denby, met with the new 
chief executive. Mellon is in Europe 
and Denby at his home in Michigah. 

Secretary Davis, who returned 
yesterday from Europe, called at the 
executive offices prior to the Cabi- 
net session today to pay his respects 
to his new chief. 

After the meeting the statement 
again was made at the White House 
that all of the Cabinet officials now 
in Washington had agreed to con- 
tinue in their present offices, af™ 
that there was every prospect that 
the Harding official family would 
remain intact. A spokesman “for 
Mr. Coolidge reiterated that it was 
the new President's desire that ev- 
eryone who served under Mr. Har- 
ding remain with the new adminis- 
tration.

The Reichsbank bonds 
issued against this reserve would 
then circulate like money and could 
be used by the Reich to purchase 
food and other necessities abroad. 

2. The present mark currency for 
internal trade. This would be legal- 
ly prohibited in foreign trade. Since 
it would be offered for sale abroad 
only in small quantities, the supply 
would not exceed the demand and 
it might be expected to remain com- 
paratively stable. The quantities 
could be increased to meet the de- 
mand of business without undue 
risk. 

This dual currency system already 
exists in Russia, where it works fair- 
ly well with the present small export 


trade, but the experiment would be 
vastly more difficult {in Germany. 
Theoretically, the scheme might suc- 
ceed, but a necessary condition is 
the Government's ability to obtain 
large sums of foreign currency im- 
mediately. This is the essential fea- 
ture of the new Government plans.

year to the income of the Illinois 
Central system.

Minority Opinion Opposed. 

There was no reason to believe, 
the decision continued, that the pro- 
testing Illinois communities would 
lose railroad service, by construc- 
tion of the cufoff, or that present 
transportation rates would be dis- 
turbed to thei detriment. As an 
offset to any peasibility of damage, 
the Commission said there would be 
a benefit to transportation service 
over a very large area. 

Commissioner Eastman, dissenting 
from the majority decision, declared 
creation of new subsidiary compa- 
nies to undertake the construction 
was a “subterfuge, in final analysis, 
subversive of law and order.” 

“Tf the Illinois Central wishes to 
build this line,”” Commissioner East- 
man’s opinion said, “it is far better 
that it should deal frankly with the 
State of Illinois and seek appropriate 
corporate power. Or, if it believes 
the present Interstate Commerce Act 
enables us to grant the necessary 
power, let it seek such authority in 
its own name rather than in the 
name of a legal fiction styled the 
Southera lllinocis & Kentucky Rall- 
road Co.”

How People at Geneva View Court 

Concerning the World Court, Prof. 
Hudson writes: 

“People here are wholly unable to 
appreciate any reasons for divorcing 
the Court from the League, and I 
cannot see the slightest disposition 
on their part to join in any such ef- 
fort. It is thought to be essential 
that the jurisdiction of the Court 
to give advisory opinions should be 
maintained, and’ no practical] disad- 
vantage is being experienced by the 
connection between the court and 
the league.

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CHEMICAL FOOD OF THE FUTURE. 


HE speculations of Prof. J. B. S. Haidane 
; regard to the future, reproduced in 
the August Century under the title. 
You Were Alive in 2123 A. D..” are more dar- 
ing than those of H. G. Wells. With regard 
to chemical substances used as stimulants or 
as actual foods, he calls attention to a Ger- 
man discovery during the war. A Frankfort 
University found that a dose of 
grams of acid sodium phosphate in- 
creased a man’s capacity for prolonged mus- 
cular work by about 20 per cent. It can be 
taken over very lengthy periods. A group of 
coal miners took it for nine months on end 
with very great effect on their output. An 
overdose merely acts as a purgative. and Prof 
Haldane asserts that it was used as a stimu- 
lant for the German shock troops (n one 
occasion they got too heavy a dose. with la- 
mentable results. Commenting on the use of 
todacco and other mild stimulants, he cavs- 

“Tobacco has slight. but definite. effects on 
the character. Coffee houses tn London in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. and 
cafes in modern Europe. were and are civilis- 
ing influences of incalculable value. But these 
subdetances are obnoxious to a certain type of 
mind. It would perhaps be fantastic to sug- 
gest that Sir Walter Raleigh owed his death 
in part to his sovereign’'s objection to tobacco 
But if he is not its proto-martyr. ft ts at least 
probable that more men have died for tobac- 
co smoking at the hands of Sikhs Senussis 
and Wanhabis. whose religions forbid this prac- 
tice, than died under the Roman empire ‘or 
professing Christianity. Should it ever be gen- 
erally realized that temperance is a4 mean we 
may expect that mankind will ultimately have 
at its disposal a vast array of substances like 
wine, coffee and tobacco. whose intelligent 
use can add to the amenity of life and pro- 
mote the expression of man's higher faculties. 

‘But before that day comes, chemistry will 
be applied to the production of a still more 
important group of physiologically active sub- 
stances, namely. foods. The facts about food 
are rather curious. Everyone knows that food 
is ultimately produced by plants, though we 
may get it at second or third hand if we eat 
animals or their products. But the average 
plant turns most of its sugar not into starch. 
which ie digestibie, but into cellulose. which is 
not, Dut forms its woody skeleton. The hoofed 
animals have deals with this problem in their 
own way by turning their bellies into vast hives 
of bacteria that attack cellulose, and on whose 
by-products they live. We have got to do the 
same. but outside our bodies. It may be done 
on chemical lines. Irvine has obtained a $5 
per cent yield of sugar from cellulose, but at a 
prohibitive cost. Or we may use micro-organ- 
isms. But. im any case. within the next cen- 
tury sugar and starch will be about as cheap 
as sawdust. Many of our foodstuffs. including 
the proteins. we shal! probably build up from 
simpler sources. such as coal and atmospheric 
nitrogen. I should be inclined to allow 1206 
years. but not much more, before a completely 
satisfactory diet can be produced fn this way 
on a2 commercial scale. 

“This will mean that agriculture will be- 
come a luxury. and that mankind will be com- 
pletely urbanized. Synthetic food will sub- 
stifute the flower garden and the factory for 
the dunghill and the slaughter house. and 
make the city at last self-sufficient.

E are told in the annual report of the 

Rockefeller Foundation that the decline of 
Greece and Rome was probably due to the 
malarial mosquito.

How much more tolerant were we all of Judge 
Gary. despite our suspicions of sophistry when 
he promises abolition of the i2-hour day. If 
by his hand and that of the Steel Corporation 
we were without the necessity any longer to 
live tn the midst of fiy traps and defend our 
lives with tanglefoot. Or tmagine how much 
lees we would resent the price of sugar if the 
Sugar Trust should rid the country of ants’ 
Mr. Rockefeller was not merely the first great 
pioneer in the art of acquiring unlimited 
money. He has also shown us how to wash ft.
